KWANGSI MISSIONARIES 


FLEE PROBABLE WAR. 

HONG KONG, July 6.—(#)—The 
panicky populace of Nanning, in the 
interior of Kwangsi province Shard ru- 
mors tonight of an imminent attack 
by hostile war planes as missionaries, 
both American and British, fled the 
danger zone. 

Frightened citizens of the southwest 
rovincial city expected planes of the 
Nanking (central) government within 

a few days. 

_All traffic on the long Si Kiang 
river was commandeered to carry 
southwestern war supplies. Word 
from Canton told of further reputed 
mutinies among Nanking troops -in 
Kiangsi province, to the north. One 
body of rebellious northerners was re- 
ported marching southward to join the 
Cantonese. 


‘Stay-In’ of 16,000 Would 
Seriously Hamper Re- 
armament Program. 


LONDON, July 6.—(4)—Faced by} 


a threat of a “stay-in” strike of 16,- 
000 civil servants, Sir Neville Cham 
berlain, chancellor of the: exchequer, 
bluntly served notice tonight that 
clerks who laid down their pens would 
be dismissed instantly. 

A strike of the clerks, who are 
demanding more pay, would seriously 
hold up Britain’s rearmament pro- 
gram, among other things. 

“Civil servants are engaged con- 
scientiously in the discharge of duties 
entrusted to them, and if such a serv- 
ant indulges in a strike he renders 
himself liable to instant dismissal,” 
the chancellor declared in the house 
of commons. 

Meanwhile officials and workers 
have accepted an offer to arbitrate. 

The Civil Servants’ Clerical Associa- 
tion, the men’s organization, recently 
consulted Sir William Jowitt, noted 
lawyer, on the legality of such a 
strike. His reply was said to have 
been “reassuring.” 


An official of the association said 
there was no “immediate” possibility 
the government offices would be oecu- 
pied by strikers. 

Departments chiefly concerned are 
the air ministry, the war office and 
the admiralty. A strike, it was con- 
ceded, would play havoc with the pro- 
grams of these departments and with 
the work of such government factories 
as Woolwich arsenal. 

Workers of the three defense de- 
partments, numbering 16,000, demand 
equal pay with 45,000 general class 
civil servants in Whitehall office 
headquarters and the postoffice. 

The defense department workers as- 
sert they do the same type of work 
as the general classes, although their 
maximum pay is $500 a year less.

BCCER BOAT OBTAINED. 
ORE. D.R VACATION 


Schooner Sewanna Will Pro- 
vide President With Com- 
modious Quarters. 


BOSTON, July 6—()—President 
Roosevelt will start his vacation 
yachting cruise next week in a ves- 
sel that will afford him greater com- 
fort, space and privacy than the Am- 
berjack, on which he made his famous 
New England coastal cruise in 1933. 


The schooner Sewanna, which the 
President's eldest son, James, has 
chartered this summer for a trip to. 
trip to start “somewhere on the coast 
of Maine,’ is owned by Harrison 
Tweed, of New York. 

Fifty-six feet long, she will provide 
a private stateroom for the President, 
a main cabin in which four can sleep, 


will be prepared ,and a forecastle for 
the professional skipper, Captain A. 
E. Colbeth and his crew of one. 

Ten feet longer than the trans-At- 
lantic racer, Amberjack, which Paul 
Rust, of Boston, lent the presiden- 
tial family for its last New England 
trip, the Sewanna has a larger cock- 
pit in which the President can sit at 
the steering wheel. 

The President’s stateroom, with two 
berths, is as large as those on many 
ocean steamers. Beneath a small 
bridge deck is a modern Deisel en- 
gine to be used when entering harbors 
or when the wind fails. 

On lofty spars, the Sewanna ear- 
ries a rig similar to that of Amber- 
jack, though spreading several hun- 
dred feet more canvas. A jib and fore- 
staysail for headsails, a gaff forestall. 
and a modern triangular or Marconi 
mainsail complete her working sails. 
In light winds she can set large ex- 
panses of extra canvas if the crew 
desires. 

Sewanna was built at East Booth- 
bay, Maine, in 1980. She registers 22 
gross-tons, is 56 feet 4 inches in length 
on deck and 40 feet 6 inches long on 
the waterline. Her beam is 14 feet 
4 inches and she draws 7 feet 2 in- 
ches of water. Her lines are somewhat 
racier than Amberjack’s. 

In comparison, Amberjack was only 
45 feet 8 inches over all, 34 feet 6 
inches on the water line, of 12 feet 11 
inches beam and drew 7 feet 3 inches.

Despite New Arrivals 


Although police headquarters yes- 
terday sent almost four times its 
normal number of prisoners to the 
city stockade, the latter was re 
ported only comfortably filled last 
night and the inmates not suffering 
from overcrowding.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 

The Bread and Milk Club was open- 
ed to our readers years ago. At one 
time there were more than 950,000 
members, or &t least we had applica- 
tions from that number of _ readers 
who asked for the by-laws. I wonder 
how many charter members still carry 
on the tradition? Members of the 
Bread and Milk Club set aside one 
day each week, usually blue Monday, 
on which they take no other food than 
bread and milk. Just a respite for the 
old metabolism. 

The milk used in the club is the 
plain secretion of the bovine lacteal 
gland, either certified raw milk from 
tuberculin-tested herd, raw milk from 
any suitable source brought to a boil 
for one minute to make it safe, or pas- 
teurized milk. 

The bread is plain whole wheat or 
graham bread preferably; if that isn’t 
available then white bread, rolls, toast, 
swieback, crackers or other breadstuff 
without salt or sugar added. The 
more plain wheat in it the better. A 
mere suggestion of butter may be used 
if desired. 

A meal every three hours from 6 
a. m. to 9 p. m.—six meals on blue 
Monday. Each meal consists of a 
glass (six to eight ounces) of milk 
and a piece (equivalent to half slice) 
of bread or two crackers. The milk 
may be hot, cold or medium. 

The milk must not be gulped down 
but sipped in leisurely fashion. It 
must not be used to wash down mor- 
sels of brea? Chew the bread well, 
for bread digests in the mouth (starch 
converting ferment in saliva) and 
swallow the morsel before taking an- 
other sip of milk. Ten minutes is not 
much time for each meal of break and 
milk. Pass the time chatting, watch- 
ing the scenery, listening to music, 
reading, fishing or at any pleasant di- 
version. 

These are mere suggestion, not rules. 
You may modify or vary the by-laws 
at will. This is a free club. If you 
prefer to flavor the milk with some- 
thing, or take some fresh fruit along 
with it, or to substitute tea or coffee 
for one or two milk meals or some 
other day for Monday, your amend- 
ment is adopted without further par- 
ley. Only remember if you impose 
your peculiar whims too far you are no 
longer in the Bread and Milk Club. 

Six glasses of milk (three pints) 
would yield 975 calories. Twelve 
crackers would yield 450 calories. 
Plenty of energy to cover all demands 
of basal metabolism. But less than 
half the load taken on by the average 
sedentary adult. Blue Monday gives 
the poor old metabolism a chance to 
catch up a bit. 

Fat folk are as welcome as human 
beings here, but we do not permit any 
reducing in the club. Our menu is not 
suitable for the purpose; any ade- 
quate reduction regimen must include 
an optimal ration of vitamins, and we 
do not serve vitamins. (No objection 
if you bring your own). 

If you're sick, keep away. If you're 
just scared, come right in. Have some 
milk. Help yourself to the crackers. 
Don’t mind the bouncer. He won't 
trouble you unless you allude to symp- 


toms.

ANTENAZI DISSOLUTION 
IS EXPECTED IN DANZIG 


Administrative Subterfuge 
~ Will Mask Violation of 
Constitution. 


FREE CITY OF DANZIG, July 
6.—)—Danzig’s nazi senate presi- 
dent came home today from his start- 
ling Geneva call—determined, ap- 
parently, to exterminate all opposition. 


Dr. Arthur Karl Greiser, who 
thumbed his nose at Geneva newspa- 
permen, gave’the League of Nations’ 
council a snappy nazi salute and all 
bunt demanded League get out of Dan- 
zig, ordered social democratic (opposi- 
tion) newspaper seized for printing a 
"derogatory”’ account of his tiff with 
the journalists. 


His own organ, Vor Posted, served 
notice “the superfluity of the opposi- 
tion parties will now be demon- 
strated.” 

This was génerally taken to mean 
that while there would be no formal 
erder dissolving opposition parties—a 
move in conflict with the free city’s 
constitution—administrative measures 
would be taken to bring about the 
same effect. 

The League and its high commis- 
sioner, Sean Lester, of the Irish Free 
State, are charged with seeing that 
the Danzig constitution is preserved. 

Nazi Officials Silent. 

(In Berlin, where he stopped en 
route home from Geneva, Greiser told 
the Voelkischer Beobachter, Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler’s newspaper, that 16 
years of League control over the Free 
City must end. German officials de- 
clined to comment.) 

The Danzig issue was projected into 
the world spotlight—some observers 
said by Adolf Hitler himself—when 
few expected it. 

International diplomacy had focused 
on Austria or the former German 
colonies in Africa and elsewhere as 
the next stakes in the reich’s game of 
regaining her place in the sun. 

To many observers, however, it 
seemed clear since the resignation of 
Hermann Rauschning as president of 
the Danzig senate, November 24, 1934, 
that drastic action concerning the 
Free City was in preparation under 
the guidance of Berlin. 

Rauschning refused to obey the or- 
ders of the nazi district leader, Al- 
bert Forster. who receives his instruc- 
tions from Berlin. 

Diplomats said Dr. Greiser, who suc- 
ceeded Rauschning was guided in all 
particulars by the nazi party and its 
leader, Forster, who in Germany was 
one of the reichsfuehrer’s confidants. 

In the Volkstag elections of April 7, 
1935, the nazis expected to gain a 
clear two-thirds majority, but instead 
won but 60 per cent. 

Propaganda Increased. 

But Forster’s aggressive propaganda 
increased, rather than abated, after 
the elections, and he became known as 
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GEORGE W. WEST.

He may beat a lot of second- 
raters, but he won’t beat a good, smart fighter. That’s 
what I thought and that’s what I said. 

He 
had him knocked out that many times but coudn’t finish him 
off until the twelfth. Schmeling fought a good, cute fight. He 
kept his shoulder high and he kept punching with that right.
